On your list of BA subscriber owned SP-600 variants, you missed one. Mine. 
Add SP-600-VLF31 to the tally. The reason for THIS version is obvious. 
Frequency coverage is 10 - 540 KHz in six bands! 


Single conversion (an oddity for an SP-600 version), sorta... the receiver 
amplifies and detects the signal on a REAL oddball IF frequency, 705 KHz. 
However,a SECOND channel of IF splits off of it (so technically you COULD 
call it double conversion) which produces an IF output on 455 KHz, probably 
for driving RTTY converters, panadaptors, etc. 


It's CALLED an SP-600, it LOOKS an awful lot like an SP-600, and it 
OPERATES like an SP-600, but in all fairness I don't think you can really 
say it IS an SP-600. The design and signal flow are completely different, 
and there are few parts that are electrically interchangable with the rest 
of the congregation, altho lots of mechanical stuff will interchange. 
Interestingly, the chassis punching, tube lineup, and layout are almost 
identical to the other versions. 


And yes, it includes a fixed frequency crystal control box in the upper 


right hand corner, just like most of the HF versions, tho it too is 
different. Only four channels, and it doesn't take FT-243 crystals.

I've owned several SP-600 receivers, all of which had a dial slippage 
problem at one time or another. 


The only REAL cure I know of goes like this; 


First, COMPLETELY CLEAN ALL THE MACHINED BRASS PULLEY SURFACES IN THE DIAL 
DRIVE! Do not allow a speck of contamination of ANY sort to remain on them. 
This is a friction drive, and contamination will allow slippage. I have 
found it can be done fairly easily with Q-Tips dipped in paint thinner or 
wood alcohol, entering the system from underneath. 


Needless to say, this system is designed to run BONE DRY! I have seen a 
couple of SP-600s where the owners carelessly let lube oil (for the shaft 
bearings) drip on the pulley. Not good. 


There is a small idler pulley in the train which transfers motion from the 
main tuning (flywheel) shaft to the edge of the logging scale dial. THIS is 
where the slippage occurs. 


This idler isn't permanently mounted; it swings on a small lever. The 
idler's tension against the dial edge and flywheel shaft is provided by a 


small, S shaped spring that pushes against the pulley lever. 


Usually, the tempering of the spring wasn't any too good. Over the years, 
it has compressed. 


If you remove this spring with a small pair of needle nosed pliers, you can 
stretch it out somewhat and put it back. This will cure the slippage 
problem by increasing pressure of the idler against the flywheel shaft.

I haven't copied the lengthy description, and am not familiar in 
detail with the specific circuits of the Drake 2-A, but have some 
generic notions about things. 


You speak of B+ being low at the 6U8. It is not oscillating, and the 
grid measures about +320 mv. rather than -100 mv. I would have to do 
a DC network analysis on the actual circuit, but suspect that your 
problem with low B+ is an effect, not a cause. The 6U8 oscillator 
section is conducting, fairly heavily, and there is probably enough DC 
resistance in the B+ circuit to cause the voltage drop. If you want 
to do a comparitive check, ground the grid of the 6U8 oscillator 
section in both the good radio and the sick on and see if B+ isn't 
nearly the same in each. If it is (and I would say +/-5 volts is "the 
same") your B+ setup is OK. 


Is there a tank coil in this circuit somewhere? If DC resistances 
measure the same, take a good hard look at this tank circuit. If you 
have a grid dip, try dipping the good one and then the bad one, and 
see if you get the same resonance dip with each. If not, you've got 
Q-killing leakage in the tank circuit. 


Also, make sure that the tube pins are making contact in the socket. 
Check in particular the grid and cathode, and keep in mind that ina 
class C oscillator circuit (which a crystal circuit is) that near a 
milliamp of grid current flows on positive half-cycles. Any impedance 
here will kill oscillations. 


Also, if you have a signal generator at that frequency, try using it 
to excite the oscillator tube (in place of the crystal). Most signal 
generators for HF RF only put out 100MV max, so you are not going to 
get lots of excitation, but you should be able to see action at the 
oscillator plate if the circuit is OK.

Hi Gang -- 


Was most fortunate to recieve as a gift an R-388 from a friend who is doing 
what many of us will have to do at some point -- paring down the collection 
to enter "independent living" arrangement with his wife while he is still 
young enough (early seventies) and healthy enough to make new friends and 
enjoy it. He kept saying, as he was hauling boxes out to the curb or to be 
picked up by other folks, "Sure hope my kids appreciate this." 


At any rate, I've never had any experience with the pre-S-line Collins 
equipment and was most impressed by the ruggedness and general build 
quality. The audio sounds quite nice and the unit cleaned up well. This 
one is definitely a keeper. 


My question is, can anyone help me with hints and kinks on it? While I'm 
not in a big hurry to modify it just for the sake of change, I had read in 
Fred Osterman that kits were available at one time to upgrade these and the 
513-3 with the addition of mech. filters so as to be similar to the 51)-4. 
Is that true and if so do these kits ever become available? Does anyone 
know of a source? The relative lack of selectivity is the only frustration 
with this beauty. 


Also any info on general personality and maintainance would be much 
appreciated. Any quirks to look out for? I must say it's a real pleasure 
to find that I have all the tubes in stock -- no oddballs. And 
accessibility seems pretty good. 


The other item that came with the '388 was an SSB converter. It isa 
CV-657A/URR. It is similar but not identical to the '591 and I was curious 
if anyone was familiar with it. It lacks the ineffective noise limiter of 
the '591 and the AGC seems to work quite well -- unlike the '591. I've 
hooked it up to an R-390A and listening is quite enjoyable. There must be a 
different filter arrangement than the '591 because I can not keep the 
filters on the R-390A any narrower than 8Kce and still be able to copy 
voices. Again any thoughts or experiences with the converter would be much 
appreciated.

The HRO is an HRO-M, Coast Guard Model RC-105. I acquired it when the Coast 
Guard in Ketchikan, Alaska surveyed it in 1955. 


The RC-105 has 600-ohm audio output and the coil sets are general coverage 
only; no band spread circuitry. I have added a SO-239 coax fitting on the 
back for the antenna; otherwise it is unmodified. It has a crystal/phasing 
selectivity control. Although it has not been used for several years, it 
does 

work except for the AVC. 


The coil sets cover the following frequencies: 


100-200 kc 1.7 - 4.0 mc 
180-430 kc 3.5 -7.3 mc 

0.48-0.93 mc 7.0 - 14.0 mc 
0.90-2.05 mc 14.0- 3010 mc 


The power supply is a National Model 697, Coast Guard Model GFC-109, 115v 60 
Cycle AC. The loud speaker is makeshift, no enclosure but with transformer 
and it works. 


I would judge the radio to be in fair condition, original paint and 
reasonably clean. Because it is surveyed equipment there are no nameplates. 
I do have the original manuals. 


I have no idea what it is worth. Make an offer.
